Hoag, of
Ohio, was announced in Congress yesterday,
whereupon both Houses adjourned as a mark
of respect to bis memory.

In reply to a delegation yesterday, the
President said he should not interfere with
General Terry in Georgia, his conduct so far
being entirely satisfactory.

Judge Ingram called upon the Grand
Jury, in New York, yesterday, to indict per-son- s

who compound felonies on receiving
back portions of the stolen property.

The Senate Judiciary Committee have
postponed action on the admission of Missis
sippi, pending the receipt of certificates of
the passage of the Constitutional amendment.

Whisky frauds to the extent of two mil-
lion dollars are alleged to have been com-
mitted by A. Stevens, an officer,
and a number of business men in New York.
Stevens has been arrested.

Resolutions declaring that the Constitu-
tion only warrants the laying of duties for
revenue purposes, and tnat Uongress snouia
modify the tariff accordingly, were offered in
the House yesterday by Mr. Marshall, and
defeated.
